Sir—I have the honor to present a report of Births, Deaths, and Mar- 
riages for the year 1883. 

The births numbered 11,173; the deaths, 4,435; the marriages, 2,539. 

The natural increase, or excess of births over deaths, is 6,738 persons. 
This increase is 287 above that of 1882. 
population of last year is 2:24 per cent. This proportional increase 
results from a larger number of births having been registered, and from 
the number of deaths haying comparatively very slightly increased. 


BIRTHS. 


The births, 11,173, are numerically higher than those of any preceding 
year, exceeding those of last year, the highest, by 329. 

The birth-rate per 1,000 of the population is 36:64, equal to that of 
1882. This rate is lower than that of any year from 1876 to 1881. 

Illegitimate Births.—The illegitimate births number 196. 
portion to 100 of the whole number of births registered is 1:75, or one in 
56 children born. In 1881, and also in 1882, the proportion of illegiti- 
mate births to the whole number of registered births was 2°25 per cent., 
or one illegitimate birth to 44 children born. The above rates are excep- 
tionally low compared with those of other countries. In England the 
proportion of illegitimate births to 100 children born is 4:49. In the city 
of Adelaide and suburbs the proportion of illegitimate births to 100 of 
the number of births therein registered was 2°88; in the county districts 
collectively 0°83. The illegitimate birth rate to 1,000 of the population 
is 0°64; that of England, 1°7. 

The highest number of births, as ordinarily occurs, were registered in 
the third quarter of the year, reaching to 3,011. The progressive in- 
crease, during the like period, in each of the five years immediately pre- 
ceding is thus stated—2,460, 2,686, 2,824, 2,848, 2,967, 3,011. In each 
of the three months, June, July, and August, the registered births ex- 
ceeded 1,000, those in the last month amounting to 1,085. 

The births of males numbered 5,677, those of females to 5,496. The 
births of males exceed those of females by 181. 
to 100 females born was 103. In England the proportion given, 103-9 
males to 100 females.

DEATHS. 

The deaths numbered 4,435. This is higher than the number of deaths 
in any preceding year. That of 1882 is exceeded by 42. 

The death-rate to 1,000 of the population is 14°55. This is under that 
of 1882, which was reckoned at 14°84. It is also below the annual 
average of the preceding ten years reckoned at 15:43. The death-rate in 
England, in 1881, was given in the Registrar-General’s report as 18:9 ; 
the annual ayerage of the preceding five years 20-8.

Seasons.—Contrary to the experience of former years, the greater

this period has been noted as having a less number of deaths than the 
first and second quarters. Hitherto, almost without exception, the first 
quarter of the year has been distinguished by the greatest fatality. his

With the temperature at the highest, in the month of January, the death- 
rate in Adelaide and throughout the districts, is at the highest. With 
the temperature at the lowest, in the month of July, the death-rate both 
in Adelaide and throughout the districts is at the lowest. In Adelaide, 
the death-rate in January, 3°1, is reduced in July to 174. 


Though the temperature both in April and May is considerably lower 
than that in February, the death-rate in both is but very slightly de- 
creased ; though the temperature of the months from February to June 
decreased very considerably in each successive month, the death-rate was 
but slightly affected for the better. A low temperature in one month 
(May), succeeding high temperature in months immediately preceding 
(January to April), is not followed by a corresponding decrease in the 
death-rate. A high temperature in one month (December) preceded by 
months of low temperature is not accompanied by a high death-rate. 
The effects of high temperature of a series of months are visible for evil 
in a month of low temperature immediately succeeding ; and the effects 
of a series of months of low temperature are carried forward for good 
in a month of high temperature succeeding. Thus a comparatively 
high death-rate is ordinarily exhibited in April, and a low death-rate in 
December. 

CAUSES OF DEATH. 

In the Forty-fourth Annual Report of the Registrar- General of Eng- 
land a new classification of the registered causes of death has been intro- 
duced. As the subject is of much importance, a transcript of his state- 
ments relative to this classification and its adoption is now given :— 

“For some years past, three different classifications of the assigned 
causes of death have been used in the annual reports issued by this office. 
There was, firstly, a long list, consisting of 273 headings, which was used 
for tabulating the causes of death in England and Wales as a whole. 


oat eae was a shorter list, consisting of 117 headings, which was

‘tis? h € longer list. For instance, while the heading ‘laryn- 
gitis” in the longer list, stood exclusively for the disease called by that 
eee in the shorter list is also included ‘oedema glottidis’” and 

‘ryngismus stridulus,’ which were grouped with laryngitis for the 
sake of brevity. _ This shorter list was also used for the sake of compa- 
rative mortality in successive years in all Englandand Wales. Thirdly, 
the causes of death in all England and Wales were again classified av-cord- 
ing to the arrangement adopted in the nomenclature of the Royal “ollege 
of Physicians of London. ‘The inconveniences of this triple classification 
are obvious, and, after mature consideration, it was determined to abandon 
it, and to substitute some one form of classification for the three. ‘The 
classification which had the sanction and authority of the Royal College of 
Physicians was of course the one which naturally recommended itself for 
selection. But it unfortunately happened that the college was itself 
engaged In revising its former classification; and it was impossible to 
wait until this revision should be completed, because any important 
change in the classification used in the General Register Office must 
necessarily be made in the first year of a decade, owing to the require- 
ments of the decennial supplement, the compilation of which would be 
rendered still more laborious than at present, or indeed would be practi- 
cally impossible, if the tabulation of the successive years with which it 
deals, were not throughout identical, or nearly so, in form. 

“But although the College of Physicians had not as yet published their 
revised nomenclature and classification, the arrangement, which would 
almost certainly be adopted by that body, was already known, if not in 
complete detail, yet in sufficient completeness for practical purposes ; 
and it was therefore decided to adopt a form of classification which 
should follow the lines thus laid down by the chief medical authority in 
the country as nearly as might be, considering that neither the things to 
be classitied, nor the objects of the classification, were precisely the 
same, and that limitation of space would necessarily involve some con- 
siderable shortening of the full college list. In the first place, the college 
classification includes all varieties of morbid affections, serious or slight, 
and of these the majority are never fatal, and therefore never appear 
among the causes of death, with which alone the general register office 
has to deal. On the other hand, a very large number of deaths are 
ascribed on the certificates to causes which are not recognised by the 
college as distinct diseases, but are vague indeterminate names, equally 
applicable to several distinct ailments. If the Royal College of Phy- 
sicians, besides providing an authoritative nomenclature of diseases, 
could also prevail on medical men to use no other terms, in certifying as 
to causes of death, than those thus sanctioned, the tabulation of deaths 
would be carried out with much greater precision, and in a much more 
satisfactory manner, than is possible with the present lax use of medical 
terms. As to the careless manner in which the causes of death are too 
often stated in certificates, some observations will have to be made 
presently. For the present purpose it is sufficient to have pointed out 
that, while the college classification is of diseases, the classification of 
the general register office must be of assigned causes of death, and that 
these are far from being one and the same thing Secondly, the objects 
aimed at by the College of Physicians and by the General Register Office 
in their classifications are not precisely the same. The classification of 
the college is, in the main, pathological, but the classification of the 
register office intended, as it mainly is, for the use of those engaged in 
devising methods of prevention, should, so far as possible, be etiological. 
This difference of object especially affects the classification of injuries. 
The college classifies these by their nature and position, but takes no 
cognizance of the cause to which they were due. A man has, let us 
say, a cut on the head, which lays bare the bone; this is classified by 
the college list as ‘scalp wound; bone exposed,’ and there is an end of 
the matter. Whether the wound was accidental or homicidal or self- 
nflicted is, of course, from the purely medical point of view, a matter of 
complete indifference. But this consideration, pathologically so unim- 
portant, is practically the only one, or at any rate the chief one, that is 
of interest from any other point of view than the strictly medical. 
How many persons are murdered, how many commit suicide, how many 
meet their death from accidents of various kinds, are points of much 
more importance to the general public and to those who are studying 
how to increase the security of life, than how many die from injuries to 
this or that distinct part of the body, or from this or that special kind of 
wound 

“The college, again, give no names to their groups or sub-groups of 
diseases. ‘To follow this example would, however, cause gieat practical 
inconvenience in an office where more than half a million of deaths have 
to be sorted out annually, and where the various groups and sub-groups 
have repeatedly to be referred to and spoken of in some way or other. 
Names, therefore, have been attached to the several groups and sub- 
groups, and, in selecting these, regard has of course been paid, so far as 
possible, to the former usage in the annual reports. Doubtless some of 
the names thus given are open to considerable criticism, especially on the 
part of those who expect that a name shall not serve merely as a con- 
venient distinguishing mark, but shall express with unexceptional 
accuracy the nature of the thing or things to which it is attached. 
When much more suitable names shall have been found, it will be easy 
to substitute them for those now adopted, which must therefore be 
looked on as merely provisional. 

“Very probably there may be some other small points in which the 
classification, now adopted for the annual reports, may, for the sake of 
convenience or of brevity, be somewhat different from that of the College 
of Physicians. But speaking generally, and with the exceptions already 
mentioned, the lines laid down by the college have been followed 
throughout.

“One of the most important uses of a classification of deaths by their 
alleged causes, when it has been carried out year after year for a consider- 
able period, is that it enables those who are engaged in preventive 
medicine, or who are studying the natural history of diseases, to compare 
the mortality from each cause in successive years, and thus to test, in 
some measure, the effect of sanitary interferences, of climate differences, 
and of their agencies by which the prevalence of diseases may be affected. 
It is of course impossible to make any notable change in the system and 
classification without interfering, more or less, with the possibility of 
such serial comparisons. It may, however, be noted that, even when 
the same mode of classification is maintained throughout without any 
modification whatever, large allowances have to be made for the changing 
fashion or caprices of medical nomenclature. There are times, for 
instance, to give a single example, when the ordinary medical attendant 
designates all deaths from vaguely diagnosed affections of the respiratory 
organs as bronchitis, and other times when he prefers to designate them 
all as pneumonia. Allowance has also to be made for the greater pre- 
cision in diagnosis, which the advance of medical science brings about, 
and which causes a constant increase in the number of deaths ascribed to 
definite causes at the expense of deaths of which the causes are in- 
definitely described. Under these circumstances it may be laid down as 
a general rule that the serial comparison of mortality from any specified 
cause, in successive years, is but of little value, unless the particular 
disease concerning which the investigation is made be some well marked 
form, and such as can be readily recognised by the ordinary practitioner, 
or unless the inquiry relates not to some one special disease, but to some 
large natural group of diseases taken together, such as diseases of the 
neryous system, or diseases of the respiratory organs. Statistics must 
not be pressed into services to which the imperfection of data on which 
they are based renders them inadequate. 

“ Tnadequate certificates of causes. —In order that deaths may be 
properly tabulated by their causes, the first requisite is of course that these 
causes shall be stated on the certificates with due accuracy and in 
sufficient detail. Unfortunately, in a considerable proportion of cases, 
this elementary condition is far from being satisfied. Not rarely the real 
cause of death is purposely disguised in order to spare the susceptibilities 
of friends, or, it may be, to conceal the existence of infectious diseases. 
There can, for instance, be no doubt that a very large proportion of such 
deaths as occur from congenital syphilis are returned not under that 
name, but under the vague term atrophy, innutrition, wasting, congenital 
weakness, cachexia, and the like. More frequently, nowever, the 
deficiencies in the certificates are not intentional, but due to carelessness, 
the cause being stated with such insufficiency or in so vague a mannei 
that it is impossible to say to what heading the deaths should be referred. 
To ascribe a death to ‘natural causes,’ to ‘blood Gisease,’ to ‘consti- 
tutional disease,’ to ‘congestion,’ or the like, is to give information, 
which, however true, is not worth the trouble of tabulation. Scarcely 
more satisfactory is such an assigned cause as ‘hemorrhage,’ which is 
of frequent occurrence: deaths from flooding in childbirth, from an in- 
cised wound of an artery, from rupture of an aneurism, from haematem- 
esis caused by ulcer of stomach, and from numerous other causes, may, 
one and all, be said to be due to hemorrhage. But to lump all these 
diverse cases together under one heading, and to state the total result, 
would be to give, at the cost of much labor, information of no possible 
value. Mnch the same may be said of such causes, when assigned with- 
out further particular, as ‘peritonitis,’ ‘ blood poisoning,’ ‘ tumour,’ 
‘dropsy, ‘convulsions,’ and the like. Yet a vast number of certifi- 
cates are of this character. * * * “a = e : * 

“ One class of cases there is, when at anyrate it might be expected that 
full information would be forthcoming, namely, those cases in which a 
special inquiry is held at the public expense, in order to ascertain the 
cause of death. Unfortunately, however, many coroners appear to think 
that the exclusive object of an inquest is to ascertain whether a crime 
has been committed; and to ignore altogether the other purposes, 


| scientific and medical, to which inquests are intended to be subservient. 


Such vague guidings as ‘natural causes,’ ‘died by the visitation of 
God,’ ‘sudden death,’ and the like, may possibly satisfy the require- 
ments of criminal law, but are utterly inadequate for all other purposes, 
and cannot be considered as really fulfilling the requirements of the Act, 
that the coroner shall state in his certificate what was the cause of 
death.”’ 

The causes of death in South Australia in 1883 are given according to 
the old classification in detail, and also stated in their numerical results 
according to the new classification which is set forth entire in classes, 
orders, and specific diseases. 

The number and proportion of deaths under the various classes are 
thus stated :—

In 1882 the death rate from all classes was 14°8 ; zymotic diseases, 3°6 ; 
constitutional, 1°8; local, 5-5; developmental, 2°8; violence, 0:7. 

The death rate of the present year compares unfavorably with that of 
1881, recorded at 13°9. ‘This last was altogether exceptional; otherwise 
the present rate is below that of six years out of ten immediately 
preceding. 

The deaths from miasmatic diseases number 1,003, which is 49 above 
those of the preceding year. Compared with 1882 the deaths from 
measles were 12 for 11; scarlatina, 24 for 34; diphtheria, 49 for 67 ; 
croup, 108 for 99; whooping-cough, 128 for 43; typhoid fever, 135 for 
146; dysentery, 57 for 67; diarrhea, 399 for 390. The deaths from 


whooping-cough were comparatively few in the first eight months of the 
year, the whole number during that period amounting to 44; in the last 
four months they had increased to 84. The highest number in one 
month (November) was 36. 

Typhoid fever has the same characteristics as in former years, 82 
deaths occurring in the four months from March to June; 53 in the 
other months collectively. In each of the months, September and 
October, but one death took place. Of the whole number of deaths, 135, 
from this cause, 62, including 38 in the city, were in the district of 
Adelaide. In the district of Norwood were 16 deaths, 7 of which were 
in the town of Kensington and Norwood. In the district of Frome 
were 21 deaths, 7 of which were in Port Augusta. 

The deaths from diarrheea are 399, of which number 35 occurred in 
the five months from June to October, and 364 in the other months of 
the year. In January, November, and December respectively the deaths 
were above 60. It is unusual for so many deaths from this cause to 
happen in November. Of the number registered, 79 per cent. were of 
infants under one year, 21 of persons above. Of the 152 deaths in the 
district of Adelaide, 81 were in the city. The deaths in Hindmarsh and 
Norwood were 26; in Unley, 22. 

Under parasitical diseases 7 deaths are ascribed to hydatid disease ; 
4 in Adelaide, 1 in Grey, and 2 in Frome. 

Tubercular diseases.—-The deaths from phthisis were 313, 28 below 
those of 1882. Ofthese deaths 164 occurred in the district of Adelaide, 
including 106 in the city. In the township of Hindmarsh the deaths 
were 11; of Kensington and Norwood. 8; of Unley, 18. In January 
the deaths from this cause were 35. In seven months of the year they 
varied from 28 to 81. The lowest numbers were in the months of 
February and June, 13 and 17 respectively. The highest number of 
deaths took place at the ages of 20 and under 25, namely, 55; at 25 and 
30 years the deaths were 47 ; at 15 and under 20 years, 33. 

Local diseases.—Diseases of the nervous system.—The deaths from 
convulsions were 215, consisting of 167 deaths of infants under one year 
of age, and 48 at ages above. They are 35 in excess of those of last 
year. Apparently deaths from convulsions are not affected by the 
seasons, but, independently of these, increase and decrease proportionally 
with the number of children born. Deaths from brain disease are 117, 
less by 16 than those of last year, 133. This lessening is in the ages 
above one year. 

Diseases of circulatory system are 27 in excess. The deaths ascribed 
directly to heart disease are 222 against 173 in 1882; of these 43 
occurred at the ages of 20 and under 40 years; 90 at 40 and under 60 
years; 67 at 60 years and above. 

Deaths from diseases of the respiratory organs, 560, show an increase 
of 84 over those of last year. This increase appears principally under 
bronchitis and pneumonia. Deaths from bronchitis were 226 against 
205. Of these 100 were of infants under 1 year of age, and 31 under 2 
years. Inthe seven months from January to July the deaths collectively 
were 85; in no one month exceeding 20; in the four months from August 
to November the deaths were 128. In 1882 the deaths were more equally 
distributed throughout the months—the first six months numbering 96 
deaths ; the last, 109; the highest number in any one month throughout 
that year being 21. In the present year 46 deaths were in the district of 
Adelaide, including 23 in the city, 33 in Kensington and Norwood, 28 
in Daly, 25 in Frome. 

From pneumonia the deaths registered were 221, an excess of 49. 
The proportion of deaths of infants under 1 year, 47, to deaths at ages 
above, 174, is less by more than one-half than those recorded from 
bronchitis. The deaths were highest in the first quarter of the year, the 
lowest in the second. The four months from August to November, 
when the mortality was excessive under bronchitis, were also noticeably 
fatal. From pneumonia died 69 in the district of Adelaide, including 43 
in the city, 24 in Port Adelaide, 27 in Frome. 

Developemental diseases.—From premature birth the deaths were 111, 
a decrease of 20 compared with 1882; from childbirth, puerperal fever, 
&c., the deaths were 49. The proportion of deaths from this cause to 
1,000 children born alive is 4°3 ; that in England is 4°8. 

To old age are ascribed 199 deaths, an increase of 11 above those of 
the preceding year. The deaths between 85 and 90 years were 37 ; 
between 90 and 95, 14; 95 and 100, 7; at 100 years, 1. 


Deaths of old people from other assigned causes than old age number 
471. The numbers from some of these causes are 18 from diarrhea, 
15 from dropsy, 45 from cancer, 9 from phthisis, 45 from apoplexy, 
29 from paralysis, 86 from heart disease, 46 from bronchitis 29, from 
pneumonia, 28 from violence. : 

The deaths from atrophy and debility were 353, of which 307 are of 
infants under 1 year of age. In the first quarter of the year the deaths 
were 23; in the second, 92; in the third, 48; in the fourth, 90. 

Violent deaths. These numbered 202, a decrease of 31 under those of 
last year. The deaths from accident or negligence were 167; of these 53 
including 29 in the city, occurred in the district of Adelaide, 12 in Port 
Adelaide, 16 in Daly. ; 

The larger proportion of deaths from accidents are from fracture and 
contusion, 79. Deaths from burns and scalds were 21. Drowning, 39. 
Of these last 12 occurred in the district of Adelaide. 

The deaths from suicide numbered 31, an increase of 13 over 
those of last year. (In Adelaide city the suicides were 14.) 10 
suicides were by drowning; 9 hanging; 6, poison. The suicides 
of men were 22; of women 9. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages numbered 2,539. R 

The marriage-rate to 1,000 persons was 16°65; that of 1882 was 
17°10. The marriage-rate in England in 1881 was 15:1.

Of the 479 women under 21 years of age i was married at 16 years ; 
20 at 17; 53 at 18; 182 at 19; 223 at 20 years. 

Of marriages of men of 24 years of age—9 were with women at 17 
years; 31 at 18; 92 at 18; 100 at 20; 143 at 21; 414 at 25; and 78 
at 30 years. 

Men at 30 years of age contracted marriages with 258 women under 
21 years; with 435 under 25; 213 under 30. 

The marriages of men at 35 were contracted—64 with women under 
21 years; 105 at 25; 96 at 30; 438 at 35. 

The signatures by mark, in the marriage registers, are 238, being 4°6 
to each 100 of the whole number ; those of men being at the rate of 2°0 
per cent. ; those of women 2°7.
